This,
then, is the logical time for all
motorists to check their accident
behavior rules,” B. R. Caldwell,
Patrol Commisiioner, stated re-

“We don't want anyone to
have an accident but it is most
important .that they know what

hit-and-run and many of these
are due to lack of understand-
ing of the law rather than a
deliberate act.

“Any ‘motorist involved in a
collision resulting in death, per-
sonal injury or property damage
of any kind, must stop and give
his name, address, license num-
ber and the name of the owner
of the car to the other drivers
involved, Upan request he must
